LAUNCHED AT ST. LOUIS.) 


T. LOUIS, May 14.-——[ Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] Several hundred of the 
most prominent Republicans in St. 
Louis, headed by former Judge R. E. 
Rombauer, have signed a pledge that 
they will not support Col. Theodore 
Roosevelt if he should be nominated 
at Chicago, June 18. As soon as the 
petition has sufficient names it is the 
intention of Rombeauer to start work 
in other cities and make the organi- 
gation a nation-wide affair. 

Tho organization of the “anti-third- 
term pledge,” as the petition is known, 
has been under way for only a few 
days. The petition is specific in its 
statement that the opposition is based 
against the third term.
